liev es to hav e killed Berry ended bis 
o wn life. 
A bullet in tbe center o f his fo re­ 
head to ld tbe sto ry . 
His o wn barn, 
abo ut a blo ck fro m bis residence, was 
tbe scene o f the tragedy , his bo dy be­ 
ing fo und in tbe bay lo ft by Harry 
Law, Frank Williams and W. 0. 
Jo nes. 
Tbe Law family liv es nex t do o r and 
members o f it rushed tc the barn 
when they beard tbe sho ts. 
Within 
fiv e minutes co ro ner So hreiter was 
upo n the scene and to o k charge o f the 
bo dy . 
When Mrs. Pulfo rd and her two 
daughters beard o f her husband’s sui­ 
cide they went into hy sterics, Mrs. 
Pulfo rd being unco nscio us abo ut two 
ho urs. 
Harry Law to ld the fo llo wing sto ry : 
“Pulfo rd came o ut abo ut 7 o ’clo ck to 
the pump near the barn to get so me 
water fo r bis po nies.

The fact that the secret hur­ 
ryin g away occurred on the eve of the 
close of Uie gran d Jury’s work an d 
that there were actually rumors In the 
air of wholesale In d ictmen ts about to 
be return ed len d an air of probability 
to this view. 
The six trun ks con tain in g secret 
trust record s have proved an impor­ 
tan t fin d for the govern men t. 
They 
had been placed for safe keepin g in 
the Nation al Safe Deposit vaults, from 
which they were taken by Un ited 


cate the existen ce of an illegal combi­ 
n ation . 
It has been shown by Charles B3d- 
ward Russell in Everybod y’s Magazin e 
an d by other writers an d in testimon y 
ottered in various hearin gs that Just as 
the secret railroad rebate built up the 
Stan d ard Oil mon opoly so has It built 
up the beef trust The man n er of ex­ 
actin g these rebates by the packers has 
been in gen ious. 
It all came about 
through the famous yellow refrigerator 
cars. 
Tbese for the most part are 
own ed by the beef trust an d by a fe- 
ries of icin g an d trackage charges the 
railroad s on the on e han d an d the pri­ 
vate shippers on the other are forced to 
pay han d some tribute to the mod em 
feud al baron s whose castles are pack­ 
in g houses. The trackage charges are 
simply an other n ame for rebates. The 
icin g charges, which have been shown 
to be so exorbitan t as almost to stag­ 
ger belief, are exaction s from twrlvate 
fruit shippers an d others who are 
forced to use the refrigerator cars in 
tran sportin g their perishable good s to 
market. This process has gon e on un til 
the beef trust itself has come to con ­ 
trol the most con sid erable part of the 
fruit shippin g busin ess of the coun try, 
so that it is n o lon ger a mere meat 
trust, but has become a gigan tic food 
trust, receivin g its toll from almost ev­ 
ery article that comes to the table. On

This was written from South Omaha, 
where all the compan ies have bran ch 
houses, an d clearly in d icates a meetin g 
of the gen eral man agers of the various 
compan ies, as there could scarcely be 
more than on e gen eral man ager of on e 
compan y. 
There are few more in terestin g chap- 
» rs In mod ern history than the d evel­ 
opmen t of this fight between the gov- 
tmmen t an d the greatest of trusts. Is 
the govern men t about to win an d are 
the tru.st gen erals fleein g from prose­ 
cution ? These are the question s that 
those In terestixl In the struggle are ask- 
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from the stock raiser, the farmer an d 
the fruit grower by forcin g d own their 
prices. On the other en d it exacts trib­ 
ute from the con sumers, who con stitute 
practically the en tire urban an d much 
of the rural population of the n ation , 
by forcin g up prices. In the mid d le It 
exacts tribute from the railroad s an d 
the shippers. It Is for these an d other 
reason s that it has been n amed the 
greatest trust in the world , an d it Is 
for similar causes that the machin ery 
of the laws an d the courts has been in ­ 
voked to break up this gigan tic combi­ 
n ation . 
It was in the sprin g of 1902 that 
Jud ge Grosscup of Chicago Issued his 
famous in jun ction again st the meat 
baron s to preven t tbeir formin g or 
con tin uin g u mon opoly in restrain t of 
n atural comiietltlon an d trad e. It was 
in the n eighborhood of two years la­ 
ter that this d ecision was affirmed by 
the Un ited States supreme court. 
In 
spite of ad verse Jud icial action , how­ 
ever, it has been a matter of common 
belief that the packin g compan ies con ­ 
tin ued reachin g their en d s by other 
mean s.

CROP CONDITIONS IN STATE 


Go v ernment^ Repo rt” fo r the Week 
Ending May 2 2 nd. 
The weather1! was mostly unfavor­ 
ably during the week for germination, 
plant growth and farm work. 
Show­ 
ery conditions » prevailed on the 15th, 
16th and 17th, which caused a general 
suspension of plowing and planting. 
The tem perature 
was below 
the 
seasonal average untilltbe 19 th. The 
week ended 
warmer, and farming 
operations were partially resumed. 
The soil in many localities is too wet 
to cultivate, and where already pre­ 
pared for planting must be refitted. 
Corn 
planting 
has been greatly 
hindered in tbe northern and the 
southern districts by wet weather, but 
some work wasldone during the week 
between showers. 
In the central dis­ 
trict planting is mostly finished, and 
some early planted fieldB have been 
cultivated. 
Where it is up the plant 
is not generally showing a good color, 
the weather being unfavorable for 
growth. 
There is considerable com­ 
plaint of damage done by cutworms, i 
Many recently planted fields will be 
replanted, tbe seed having failed to 
germinate or having rotted on account 
of cool, damp weather. 
Oats, wheat, rye aud barley main­ 
tain generally a tbrifty condition. 
W heat and rye are beading out. Rye 
is filling well. 
Some correspondents 
report th at wheat Is beading very 
low. 
Clover is blooming in tbe central 
district witb prospects of a heavy 
yield: other forage grasses have made 
good growth. 
Gardens and potatoes are growing 
fast, although weedy in many in­ 
stances. Potatoes are in bloom in tbe 
central district. 
Tree fruit is dropping to a consider­ 
able ex tent In the southern district 
and in portions of the central. The 
outlook is uniformly promising for 
fruit, ex cept peaches, in the northern 
district. Blackberries are in bloom in 
the central district and grapes are 
setting heavy. Strawberries are ripe 
or ripening in the southern half of the 
state, but many complain of tbe poor 
quality of the fruit. 
Winnebago, Shirland—Farmers busy 
preparing ground and planting-w ork 
retarded by frequent showers; have 
had a great deal of rain, and gardens 
are washed out: fruit in good condi­ 
tion, but worms are active on currant 
and gooseberry bushes; pastures lux u­ 
riant—A. M. S. Grunke. 
Henry, Galva—Week wet and cold 
as was the proceeding: considerable 
corn yet to plant, and fields to wet to 
work: pastures fine: oats doing well; 
good prospect for fruit of all kinds,— 
Prof. F. U. White.

Oregon—The 
weather has 
been very unfavorable for field work; 
ground very wet and quite cool: with 
a few days of fair weather the corn 
will be all planted, oats and rye are 
looking fine; tbe latter is heading: 
prospects are for an unusually good 
crop of strawberries and blackberries.

clothes. He equips and fits out profes­ 
sional, mendicants for the practice of 
their trade. 
“A mendicant who has not mastered 
the tricks of the trade,” began tbe 
beggars’ tailor, “Lias no more chance 
of making money than has a pugilist 
who has not learned to box . lie must 
get an outfit. For a woman a small 
child is the most essential detail. But 
six beggar women out of eig ht have no 
children of their own of the right age. 
I supply them. 
“But that’s only a sjnall [» art of my 
business. I’ll guarantee to make the 
healthiest looking man In England re 
sembie an anaemic cripple in ten min­ 
utes. Only a man who can work that 
transformation has a right to call him­ 
self a beggars’ tailor. 
“The public likes horrors. Do you see 
those?” The beggarg’ tailor took from 
his breast pocket a larg» * pill box and 
removed tbe lid. Inside were about a 
score of wafers of different sizes, shiny 
with some adhesive on one side, and 
red, protuberant aud nasty looking on 
the other. 
“Those,” he continued, “are beggars’ 
sores. It doesn’t sound nice, but you 
don’t want niceness in this business. 
My clients purchase them from me, 
stick them in the ex act spot on their 
necks or faces and find them a good 
Investment.

Dogs, of course, 
cost money, as they have to be special­ 
ly trained. 
As a rule, the swindling 
‘blind man’ hasn’t got a dog. 
It’s not 
necessary and a great ex pense, where­ 
as a real blind man, if he hasn’t got a 
child, must have one. 
“Many sham cripples and ‘blind’ 
men are ex -crimluals.

Remember never to give canaries too 
much heating food. Their regular diet 
sho uld be canary seed mix ed with one- 
fourth the quantity of summer rape 
seed; this with a supply of chlckweed, 
groundsel! or w ater cress is sufficient, 
ex cept in the breeding season, when a 
more stim ulating food is needed, such 
as hemp seed and a little chopped egg.

Decorative plaster plant a t R avens­ 
wood, N. 1”. 
H enry Bonnard bronze foundry , New 
York city . 
The firm of architects employ ed by 
Senator Clark has established a new 
hard work record for the profession. 
W ashington Hull, m anaging architect 
of the Clark m ansion, had thick, curly 
hair when the work began; he la now 
« ray . 
The trouble for Senator Clark and 
his architects began when the M aine 
and New H am pshire G ranite com pany 
gave notice of an advance on contract 
price. 
The firm had agreed to supply 
the w hite granite for the w alls for 
$200,000. 
The quarry people suddenly 
dem anded $6 50,000, claim ing that al­ 
terations and additions to the plans 
for the m ansion m ade the dem and on­ 
ly fair. 
A rchitect H ull w as equal 
to 
the 
em ergency . A nticipating possible tro u­ 
ble, he had employ ed agents who trav­ 
eled through the Rangeley Lake quar­ 
ries of Maine. 
So when the storm 
broke Mr. H ull knew th at a t North 
Jay , Me., there w as a sm all unworked 
quarry of pure w hite granite th a t ad­ 
joined the quarries of the M aine and 
New- H am pshire company . 
By some 
chance It had been overlooked by the 
big concern. 
Sending the facts to the senator by 
cable. A rchitect Hull aw aited the re­ 
ply . 
It cam e fast. “Buy th at quarry 
If possible.” 
W ithin tw enty -four hours A rchitect 
H ull's agent w as eu route for North 
Jay . 
He returned w ith an option on 
the property .

G reat w as the consternation of the 
M aine and New H am pshire com pany 
when notified by Senator C lark’s rep­ 
resentatives th a t not cmly w as their 
dem and for $6 50,000 refused, but th at 
the original contract for $200,000 had 
been nullified by their failure to m eet 
Its requirem ents.

held good as to woodwork and decorat­ 
ing plaster, and the senator added 
these to the list. 
A rchitect H ull becam e president and 
treasurer of the new com pany to oper­ 
ate the H enry Bonnard foundry , which 
m ade a bid for general business while 
it devoted the m ost of its energy to 
m anufacturing supplies for the Clark 
m ansion. The foundry prom ises to be 
the only survivor of the plants bought 
by the M ontana m illionaire. 
It has 
m any contracts and prom ises to m ake 
real money for the senator. 
The granite quarry has shut down, 
and the stone dressing plant a t P o rt­ 
land Is for sale. 
They have served 
their purpose In saving the senator
